St. Petersb urg, Nov . 15.—The first 
topic to engage the attention of the 
duma, after the organization of the 
committees, etc., will b e the conv en­ 
tion’s declaration of the legislativ e and 
fiscal proposals of the gov ernment, as 
well as the statem ent of its general 
policy b y Prem ier Stolypin. 
The min­ 
istry now for the first time faces a 
sym pathetic house which it is not nec­ 
essary to either conv ince or defy, and 
there will b e no repetition of the d ra­ 
m atic scenes witnessed during the 
first and second pari fa men Is—Goremy­ 
kin b eing driv en b ack from the trib ­ 
une b y hostile cries, or Stolypin spir­ 
itedly throwing the gauntlet to the sec­ 
ond duma. 
The b urden of the message this year 
will b e the land question. 
In this con­ 
nection the gov ernment feels that the 
property-holding memb ers of the pres­ 
ent duma will 
lab or with all their 
might and main to intrench v ested in­ 
terests against the threatening peas­ 
ant rev olt. 
According to a statem ent 
made b y a memb er of the cab inet, the 
gov ernm ent message will 
recognize 
the fact that the large amount of tem ­ 
porary legislation issued during the 
past two years under the imperial seal 
without the approv al of parliam ent has 
b een found to b e imperfect in some 
of its details. 
The gov ernm ent will 
stand b y the main lines of this legis­ 
lation, and these are that the land 
hunger of the peasants m ust b e ap­ 
peased, not through the parceling out 


The “ Peerless One“ Out With Lo ng- 
Ex pected Anno uncement. 
Lincoln, Neb ., Nov . 15.—William J . 
Bryan will accept the Democratic nom­ 
ination for president in 1908, b ut he 
will not ask nor make a fight for it. 
He says for a year or more he has 
b een pressed to answ er the questiou 
“Will you accept nom ination?“ and 
he b eliev es the pub lic is entitled to an 
answer, and to know the position he 
occupies. 
The question that ought to 
wreigh most, he says, is w hether his 
nomination will strengthen the Demo­ 
cratic party more than the nomination 
of someone else. 
Not only will he not 
seek nor ask for the nomination, b ut 
he will not assum e to decide the ques­ 
tion of av ailab ility, and if the priz** 
falls to another he will neither b e dis­ 
appointed nor disgruntled.

sam e time he denies that he has wait­ 
ed this long in a desire to see whom 
the Repub licans are likely to nomi­ 
nate, or to ascertain the chances of 
v ictory.

Indianapolis, Nov. 15.—The monthly 
bulletin just issued by the state board 
of health shows that ty phoid fever 
held sway during September as the 
most prevalent disease. 
It was the 
most prevalent disease also during 
Aug ust. 
In September, 19 06, rheum a­ 
tism wras reported as the most preva­ 
lent disease. 
Some of the prevalent 
diseases of Indiana during September 
of this y ear, in the order of their prev­ 
alence, were: 
Ty phoid fever, tonsili­ 
tis, rheumatism, bronchitis, diarrhea, 
intermittent fever, dy sentery , diphthe­ 
ria and croup, cholera infantum, chol­ 
era morbus, pneumonia. 
The least 
prevalent disease was chicken pox . 
It is shown by the bulletin that the 
number of deaths in September was 
2,7 51, with a death rate of 14.8 . 
In 
the corresponding month of last y ear 
there were 3,018 deaths, rate 13.9 , and 
in Aug ust of this y ear there were 3,39 0 
deaths. 
The total number of deaths from 
tuberculosis in September wTas 325. 
w’hile the number of deaths from this 
disease in the corresponding month 
last y ear w’as only 29 1. 
Of those who 
died of tuberculosis in September, 143 
were males and 182 were females. The 
death of the men from tuberculosis 
left forty -two orphans under the ag e 
of twelve, while the death of the wom­ 
en from the disease left 130 orphans 
under twelve y ears of ag e. 
Pneumonia 
caused 
ninety -three 
deaths, which wras the same number 
as 
reported 
for 
the 
corresponding 
month of last y ear. 
Ty phoid fever 
caused 133 deaths and 642 cases were 
reported 
from 
seventy -six 
different 
counties. 
There were 166 cases of 
diphtheria in thirty -six different coun­ 
ties, causing thirty deaths.

NAMES OF BABIES 


State Board of Health Wants to Keep 
Records Correct. 
Indiaaapolis, 
Nov. 
15.—Dr. 
J. 
N. 
Hurty , secretary of the state board of 
health, has appealed to the mothers of 
Indiana in order that the records of 
the board may be kept complete and 
that reports needed for the state’s 
records may be sent in promptly . Ac­ 
cording to letters which are to be sent 
out by Dr. Hurty , naming the baby 
will be an important and ceremonious 
event in every family in Indiana where 
there is a new baby . After this it will 
be necessary for the mother—not the 
father, or Aunt Jane, or Uncle John— 
to fill out a simple but formal state­ 
ment in wiiieh the full first name of 
baby Is set out, also the date of birth 
and other information needed for the 
records. 
Thus it is that the mothers 
will have a new duty to perform. 
Dr. Hurty will continue to rely on 
health officers to send in data concern­ 
ing births, but he will depend on the 
mothers for the babies’ first names. 
People are slow’ in naming their ba­ 
bies. Dr. Hurty say s. 
It takes them a 
long time to decide the name, and in 
this delay lie* all the difficulty . 
It is 
easy for the phy sician or midwife to 
g et the date of the baby ’s birth and 
other information, but the doctor or 
midwife does not wish to return two 
or three times to learn w’hether or not 
the baby has been named. 
W henever a birth report is received 
at his office Dr. Hurty will immediate­ 
ly forward to the mother a blank to be 
filled out. 
This blank will contain 
space for the baby ’s iirs t name, and it 
will 
also 
bear 
certain 
information 
which has been sent in by the health 
officer. 
The mother will supply the 
baby ’s name and will look over the 
information on the form as to the date 
of baby ’s birth, etc., and if there are 
errors she will correct them. 
Dr. H ur­ 
ty in the letter calls attention to the 
fact that it is hig hly important that 
information in reg ard to births be cor­ 
rect. 
“The leg al record of the birth 
and name of y our child is of g reat im­ 
portance to y ou, to the child and to 
the state," the letter say s. 
“The rec­ 
ord is frequently needed by those who 
least ex pect it. 
Some day it may be 
required in court to prove y our child’s 
parentag e, or to prove inheritance of 
property , or to prove rig ht to insur­ 
ance or pension, or to prove leg itim­ 
acy ." 


T h o u g h t It Was Unloaded. 
Amboy , Ind., Nov. 15.—The two sons 
of Henry Groff, farmer, near this city , 
ag ed respectively seventeen and thir­ 
teen y ears old, started on a hunting 
ex pedition, and as they entered a corn­ 
field the y oung er brother (Allen) re­ 
quested his brother to load the g un.

The defendants in the 
cases at issue' were the Adams and 
American ex press companies, hut the 
judg es said that the ruling applied to 
teleg raph companies as well.

companies under the Brooks law of 
19 01 prov iding for the a ssessment of

The 
court held that the deliv ery of pack­ 
ag es to a parcels deliv ery company to 
be deliv ered to points outside the lim­ 
its established by the company (the 
ex tra fee to be paid by the person to 
whom the packag es were consig ned) 
is equiv alent to a personal deliv ery by 
the defendant companies. J udg e Car­ 
ter, in summing up the case before 
him, said: 
“ The writ of mandamus 
has nev er been used to compel a per­ 
son to refrain from v iolation of a 
statue, either criminal or penal, and 
that is what is asked for in this case.” 
The decision *will result in the cases 
being thrown out of court The action 
of the ex press companies in establish­ 
ing a mile limit here was the g round 
on which the action ag ainst them was 
based.

Barney, the deposed president of the 
Knickerb ocker Trust company, and un­ 
til recently a power in the financial 
world, shot and killed himself in hH 
home. 
His loans with the b ank, it is 
said, are amply secured, and when he 
was forced from its presidency he was, 
to all intents and purposes, eliminated 
as a factor in b anking circles. In dis­ 
tress of mind over the dissipation of 
his private fortune and the loss of 
high standing among b usiness asso­ 
ciates and intimate acquaintances, his 
family find the hidden drift that b roke 
his health and reason. 
Mr. Barney, who was in his fifty- 
seventh year, shot himself while alone 
in his chaiub er at the rear of the sec- 
* ' 1 fir or of his home. 
He died ab out 
« 
hours later.

first to reach the wounded man.

lay stretched upon the floor.

Mr. Barnet' was revived and to Dr. 
Dixon, for twenty years his family 
physician, said: 
“Doctor, this is an 
accident.” 
In reporting this to the 
coroner Dr. Dixon added: 
“With thia 
I coincide.” 
A d e s k in the chamb er was littered 
with memoranda and piled high with 
papers, including li tters from b ankers 
and other 
financial 
correspondents 
throughout the country, b lit the cor­ 
oner was unab le to find any commu­ 
nication from Barney that suggested 
a purpose of self-destruction. 
Mr. Barney was b orn in Cleveland, 
O., on Jan. 27, 1831.

He so unded his trumpet, and 32,000 
men rallied to his standard. This was 
a larger army than Go d wanted, lest 
the peo ple might think they deliv ered 
themselv es o ut o f the hand o f the 
enemy. 
The timid were allo wed to 
withdraw, and 
22,000 stepped o ut o f 
the line. 
At the “ well o f testing” 
0,700 mo re wo re eliminated, and o nly 
300 o f the 32,<>00 remained, hut with 
this small band the Midianites were 
defeated and a glo rio us v icto ry wo n. 
Gideo n was their leader, and their bat- 
tlecry was, “ The swo rd o f the Lo rd 
and Gideo n!” 
What kind o f men, therefo re, were 
the Gideo n band men who m Go d wants 
to day to cio His wo rk? 
(1) They were 
men who placed their dependence up­ 
o n Go d rather than upo n man. 
They 
were no t afraid because 21,700 o f their 
o riginal number were left behind, fo r 
their dependence fo r v icto ry was in 
Go d, as is sho wn by their cry, “ The 
swo rd o f the Lo rd and Gideo n!” 
The 
Lo rd was placed befo re Gideo n. 
First 
o f all, their J rust was in Him. 
They 
struck “ fo r Go d and their nativ e land.” 
Such men Go d wants to day In II is 
serv ice—spiritual men who depend up­ 
o n spiritual agencies rather than upo n 
tempo ral o nes. 
Tho ugh numbers are 
nev er to be despised, yet they realized 
that “ with Go d all things are po ssi­ 
ble.” 
The tendency to day is to trust 
to o much in numbers and external ec­ 
clesiastical machinery. 
We need to 
get clo ser to Go d and to realize mo re 
fully and practically that “ it Is no t by 
might no r by po wer, but by My spirit, 
saith the Lo rd.” 
A few spirit filled 
men can acco mplish fo r Go d far mo re 
than tho usands who depend upo n hu­ 
man strength and plans. 
Spiritual la 
requires spiritual 
labo rers. 
( 2 ) 
They were tested men. 
Go d had test­ 
ed their co urage, and it was no t fo und 
wanting. 
A co ward canno t do Go d’s 
wo rk. 
He wants co urage us men. men 
o f co nv ictio ns, who are no t afraid to 
stand by their co nv ict io ns ev en in the 
face o f ridicule and o ppo sitio n. 
Go d 
also put these men to a seco nd to st. 
which inv o lv ed their earnestness and 


tempt Israel to say, “ Mine o wn hand

So me peo ple seem gifted far abo v e 
the o rdinary in the wo rk o f perso nal 
ev angelism 
They po ssess a po wer o f 
persuasio n, an attractiv e perso nality, 
a certain magnetism, which are po wer­ 
ful fo r influencing o thers. 
At least so 
it seems to tho se who hav e nev er had 
any particular success in this kind o f 
endeav o r. 
Yet a- clo se study o f their gifts and 
metho ds will o ften surprise o ne, fo r 
in mo st cases 
these 
mo st 
success­ 
ful o nes are no t specially gifted with 
elo quence, are frequently no t highly 
educated and lack many qualities they 
wo uld naturally be suppo sed to hav e. 
Careful attentio n to the cases refer­ 
red to in o ur Scripture passages will 
sho w the secret o f success, which Is 
exceedingly simple. 
It is no t eno ugh to say these peo ple 
were in earnest. Multitudes are in ear­ 
nest who nev er acco mplish what they 
desire and striv e hard to effect. 
But these peo ple acted 
naturally. 
They were no t playing a part. 
They 
nev er 
tho ught 
o f 
do ing 
o therwise. 
There was no po sing, no striv ing fo r 
effect, no self co nscio usness and wo n­ 
dering what o thers wo uld say. 
They 
so ught no o ther end but just the sim­ 
ple o ne o f influencing the perso n they 
were after. 
They had a single aim. 
That, ho wev er, was o nly a co nditio n 
and no t the real cause o f their success. 
The real po wer lay i;i three items. 
First, in each case liv ing co ntact had 
been had with a thrilling truth. 
An­ 
drew had no t o nly been in to uch with 
J o hn Baptist; he had been to uched 
by the perso nality o f J esus. 
As sure­ 
ly as the electric spark fo llo ws the 
clo sing o f an electric circuit, so surely 
do es perso nality act o n perso nality. 
Who ev er is to uched by a true man o r 
wo man receiv es an impulse intellectu­ 
al o r mo ral. 
Po wer radiates fro m per­ 
so nality by lo o k, to ne, gesture. 
J esus 
was ev er filled beyo nd ‘all measuring 
by the spirit o f the Father, and all 
who came under His influence felt the 
gracio us po wer o f the div ine perso nal­ 
ity. 
The supreme reality o f existence 
in mo ral life to uched each o f these. 
This is the first prime necessity fo r 
all ev angelism—yes, fo r all v igo ro us, 
healthy, uatural religio us dev elo pment. 
Seco ndly, this div ine to uch o f truth 
awakened the real spirit life within 
them and made them activ e, alert, to 
impart what they had receiv ed. 
Any­ 
thing electrically charged 
will co m­ 
municate to any o ther bo dy it to uches 
under pro per co nditio ns the same elec­ 
trical co nditio n it has itself. 
So with 
men. 
When to uched by a great truth 
we no t o nly hav e an intellectual in­ 
sight, but we hav e an impulse to ac­ 
tio n. 
We must act and lie in acco rd 
with 
o ur 
kno wledge. 
We 
beco me 
charged with fo rce and crav e to co m­ 
municate that po wer to o thers. 
Then co mes the third fact. 
We im­ 
part o f o ur spirit to o thers. 
So with 
Andrew and Peter. 
So with J esus and 
the wo man o f Syehar. Philip and the 
eunuch. 
So with ev ery o ne who has 
ev er had an ato m o f ev angelistic po w­ 
er. 
If yo u hav e nev er lifted any o ne, 
search and find the lack. 
Hav e yo u 
ev er been to uched by Go d? 
Hav e yo u 
thrilled under the div ine po wer? Hav e 
yo u lo nged to to u< h o thers into life! 
This is life wo rth liv ing.
